The enquiry was adjourned 
until 2.80 this afternoon. 


S. S. STUART DOLLAR IN 
DISTRESS. 


San Francisco. November 9.— 
The steamer Stuart Dollar is 
without a radder, floating on the 
Pacific ocaan 155 miles off Cape 
Flattery, Wasbington.. The tug 
Sea Monarch is rushing to aid 
the vessel which ie reported to be 
in no particular danger. The 
Stuart Dollar is enroute . from 
Victoris to Manila. .
